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HE homes that the publisher has illustrated in this 
book are a select group which were chosen from several 
hundred outstanding original ideas. This superb collec- 
tion of ninety-one beautifully planned homes, shows in 
page after page how distinction, comfort and liveability 
can still be included in an economically planned home. 

To make this book more flexible and to give you, the 
reader, more drawings from which to choose your Dream 
Home, we have illustrated a minimum of two floor lay- 
outs on most of the following pages. The floor arrange- 
ment at the top of the page is the one from which the 
sketch was made. The exteriors for the other floor layouts 
will look the same except for window arrangement. Also, 
offsets on some homes are longer than others but this 
will not greatly change the exterior appearance. As you 
will also notice, some of these homes are shown with an 
attached garage while others feature a detached garage. 
(See change number 5 below.) In many instances, we 
have illustrated different possible garage attachments, 
different kitchen and service arrangements, etc. Working 
drawings showing these alternate arrangements are not 
available as any competent builder can make these sug- 
gested changes during the construction of the house. 

Before a prospective builder looks through a plan 
book for a home, he should keep in mind that no one 
ever builds a home exactly as shown in the working 
drawings. This applies not only to stock homes that are 
illustrated in books but also to custom drawings which 
might have been prepared especially for your own use. 
Listed below is a partial list of some very common changes 
which a builder can easily make during the construction 
of the house. 

1 . Changes in size, type, material and location of 
windows and doors. 

2. Rearrangement of kitchen, service and bath lay- 
outs. 

3. Adding, deleting or changing location of fireplace. 
2. Making rooms larger or smaller and consequently 

increasing or decreasing your total square footage 
by merely redimensioning the drawings. 

5. Attaching, detaching or changing the location of 
a garage. Also, adding a breezeway between the 
garage and the dwelling. These are the most com- 
mon changes as some home owners have a very 
strong preference for homes with attached garages 
and yet they may want to build one of our homes 
which does not show an attached garage. This 
also applies to those that prefer a detached ga- 
rage. Also, a small home built on a larger lot may 
be made to look much more impressive with the 
attachment of a garage and breezeway. Con- 
versely, another reader might prefer one of our 
homes which shows an attached garage but that 
is too wide for his lot. It is then a simple matter 
for the builder to either detach the garage and 
build it separately or attach the garage to the 
house in such a way as to decrease the overall 
width of the house. 

6. Changing the style roof as shown in our illustra- 
tions. Our structural detail sheet is the same for 
a hip roof, a gable roof or a combination of the 
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two, Also, if we illustrate a home with a wood 
shingle roof, this could be changed to either a 
composition shingle or a modern rock covered 
roof. The specifications for each are given in our 
outline specifications. 

7. An ordinary change is the use of different wall 
coverings than those shown on the exterior of our 
homes. Some readers will desire wood where we 
show stucco or perhaps want more or less masonry 
veneer than is illustrated. 

8. To gain a closet for storage, more and more 
builders are locating their forced air heating units 
in the attic. 

9. Many of our homes have been planned so that 
either of two sides of the home could be used as 
the front of the home and face the street. For 
example, if you prefer plan 3123 on page 19 
and you have a wide lot, you could turn this home 
90 degrees so that the dining, living room and 
den are facing the street. This could also be done 
with plan 3124 on the same page if the service 
and one-half bath were rearranged. Conversely, 
if you like plan 3047 on page 14 but owned a 
narrow lot, you could detach the garage, turn the 
house ninety degrees so that the living room and 
service faced the street. You would then rearrange 
the windows, doors and fireplace of these two 
rooms. 

10. Approximately half of our clients reverse their 
homes during construction. At no additional charge, 
we will be glad to print one set of our working 
drawings in reverse to help you in laying out your 
new home. This request must be written on the 
order blank provided at the back of our book 
following page 48. 

1 1 . We will furnish upon request and without charge 
with each plan order, a basement construction de- 
tail sheet for the use of clients who would like to 
include a basement in their home. The same applies 
to a concrete slab detail sheets for those clients 
who desire to build a concrete slab floor rather 
than a wood sub-floor. 

The square footage which is listed with each floor lay- 
out only includes the home itself and not the garages, 
porches or window projections. All room sizes are clear 
inside measurements and no not include walls, closets or 
window projections. In some instances where the dining 
area is part of the living room, our room size indicates 
the overall width and depth of the combined rooms. 

An explanation of the symbols which we have used in 
our floor layouts are as follows: B — Bath (when designat- 
ing room); B — Broom Closet (when designating closet 
area); BK — Books; B.R. — Bedroom; C — Closet; D — Clothes 
Dryer; E — Entry; G — Garage; H — Forced Air Heater; 
H.W. — Hot Water Heater; K — Kitchen L — Linen L.R. — 
Living Room; L.T. — Laundry Tray; N — Eating Nook; P — 
Porch; R — Refrigerator S — Service (when designating 
room); S — Stove (when designating appliance); ST — Stor- 
age or Shelves; T — Table or Desk; W — Wardrobe W.M. 
— Washing Machine.
